Evidence has just come to the surface to 


Sanitary District of Chicago needlessly ex- 
pended at least $30,000 on the lock recently 
completed in the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
on Twenty-seventh street, south of Ashland 


This large amount of the taxpayers’ money 
was paid out, according to high officials of 
the board itself, to the ward heelers and 
‘constituents of the trustees, political lines 
not figuring in the transaction, and little or 
nothing was received by the public in return. 
Figures which are published in the last 
statement of the Board of Trustees qppear 
‘to uphold this contention. 

This lock is known as the Bridgeport lock. 
It is situated near the Bridgeport pumping 
station. It is a wooden lock, 239 feet long, 
provided with gates twenty feet wide. The 
wall, sides, and ribs are of pine, the gates 
of oak. While it was being constructed 
three shifts of men worked at it, eight hours 
to a shift. The average wage was §2 a day 
and the pay roll contains the names of 2,193 
men who helped in its construction. They

Says It Cost Too Much. 

- ‘Discussing the work yesterday an offictal 
of the drainage canal, who is in possession 
of thorough information regarding the mat- 
ter, said: 

n my opinion the lock ‘cost at least 
$20,000: too much. This was due to the 


The estimate for the lock was $25,000. This 
afterward proved to be something too low 
on account of the advance in the price of 
certain materials and the caving in of the 
old crib on the North Side, which it was 
intended to use again. The increase over 
the estimate would not have exceeded 
$10,000 at the limit, This would run the 
cost of the lock up to $35,000. | 


Foremen Overrun with Men. 
The trustees sent all sorts of men to 
the foremen with instruction that they be 
set to work. From what I can learn the 
foremen were overrun with friends of the 
trustees and their friends. The shift which 
worked, by day really worked, but when 
the shadows began to fall little was done. 

“This is the first time the cost of the 
lock has been computed to within a few 
dollars, and I am surprised that the amount 


above $50,000. This $66.000 does not include 


dredging figured in the estimate. With 
the dredging the lock cost $76,749. 


Political Lines Ignored. 
eilt cannot be said that this unnecessary 
expense was brought upon the taxpayers 
by any political faction in the board. There 
is no political line where spoils are concerned 
as far as I could ever learn. 
We have had such things happen de- 
fore. When we have work out farther than 
the constituents care to go we have done it 
at reasonable cost, but where the constitu- 
ents work the progress is always delayed,

Would Do It for $8,000.

OPEN MARKET FOR 
0 THE WAGE WORKERS, 
Brings a Reminder of Scale Law from 
Union Officials—Leaders Believe Con-

The prospect of an open wage market came 
before the Carpenters’ and Builders’ associa- 
tion yesterday and formed a topic for dis- 
cussion because of its bearing on the present 
Struggle between the Building Contractors’ 
council and the Building Trades council.

Recognize the Surplus.

werk for 42% cents hour. The Hod Car- 
riers and Building Laborers’ Executive 
board also met the situation temporarily by 
adopting a scale calling for 25 and 30 cents 
an hour, when the old scale demanded.35 and 
40 cents. Other unions are said to have been 
cutting the scale that their members might 
| 
No formal anneuncement has been made 
by the Building Contractors’ council that 
the labor market is an open one, and it is 
considered improbable that such a step, will 
be taken. But individual contractors are 
nevertheless said to be taking advantage 
of the situation whenever possible.

BERG OF KANSAS CITY CAUGHT.

Pawned with Them—After Travel- 
ing Over Europe They Are Caught 
at 1311 State Street and Taken Back 
Prisoners Deny Being Persons 
Wanted by Police.

After a two years’ flight, in whigh they 
almost circled the globe and outwitted the 
police in a score of European and American 
cities, Mr. and Mrs. Abraham Weinberg 
were arrested last night in their apartments 
at 1311 State street by detectives from Cen- 
tral Station. They are charged in Kansas 
City with embezzlement, and Detective 
Richard Wllson from that city, who has pur- 
sued them since their disappearance, con- 
ducted them back for trial. 

Mrs. Ida L. Preston, widow of Colonel 


She accuses Weinberg and his wife of em- 
bezzling $5,000 worth of diamonds which had 
been an heirloom in her husband's family 
and was all the property left her. Weinberg 
kept a lean bank in K City and Mrs. 
Preston obtained a loan $2,000 on the 
jewels. 

When she was ready to redeem her prop- 
erty the diamonds were not forthcoming. 
Weinberg, the Kansas City police said, was 
well known to them by reason of other com- 
plaints, and upon hearing of the loss of the 
Preston jewels the Chief of Police ordered 
the man’s arrest. -A hearing for Weinberg 
and his wife was set and they were released 
on bail. A detail of detectives tried to watch 
every avenue by which they might leave the 
city. Nevertheless, on the morning of the 
hearing there were no Weinbergs in the 
courtroom. 

From that day the chase began. For sev- 
eral weeks not a trace of the fugitives was 
obtained. Descriptions of them were sent 
broadcast throughout the United States and 
Europe. Word came soon after their disap- 
pearance that the Weinbergs had been seen 
in New York, but the detective dispatched 
East immediately arrived after an Atlantic 
steamer had left with them aboard. The 
Liverpool police failed to capture them on 
their debarkation in England, and though 
Scotland Yard detectives were on the trail 
for several weeks they never set eyes on the 
objects of their search. 

Then for more than a year and a half 
the Weinbergs were given up by all ex- 
cept the Preston family’ and the police. 
Occasional reports of the presence of the 
pawnshop keeper and his wife living in 
various European capitals reached the ears 
of the pursuers, but before the law could 
make itself felt the pair would flit away. 
One policeman in Australia, according to 
report, almost laid hands on the fugitives, 
but was checkmated by the clever .Mrs. 
Weinberg and lost his catch. 

Two months ago a rymor reached the 
Kansas City police that the Weinbergs were 
in Chicago. Captain Colleran was notified, 
and Detectives Buggie and Flynn of Cen- 
tral Station were detailed on the quest. 
Last week Weinberg was recognized by the 
detectives in Wabash avenue and traced to 


When arrested Weinberg and his wife de- 
clared that they were not the persons want- 
ed.

„That a large permanent increase in our 
regular army is intended by the Repub- 
lican leaders is not a mere matter of con- 
jecture, but.a matter of fact. In his mes- 
sage of Dec. 5, 1898, the President asked 
for authority to increase the standing army 
to 100,000. In 1806 the army contained about 
25,000 men. Within two years the Presi- 
dent asked for four times that many, and 
a Republican House of Representatives com- 
plied h the request, after the Spanten 
treaty had been signed and no country was 
at war with the United States. If guch 
an army is demanded when an imperial 
policy is contemplated, but not openly 
avowed, what may be expected ff the people 
encourage the Republican party by indorsing 
its policy at the polls? 

“A large standing army is not only a 
pecuniary burden to the people and, if ac- 
companied by compulsory service, a con- 
stant source of ‘irritation, but it is ever a 
menace to a republican form of govern- 
ment. A small standing army and a well 
equipped and well disciplined State militia 
are sufficient in ordinary times, and in an 
emergency the nation should in the future 
as in the past place its dependence upon 
the volunteers. 185 

Must Be Citizens or Subjects. 

“The Democratic platform described the 
situation when it says that the Filipinos 
cannot be citizens without endangering our 
civilization: Who will dispute it? And what 
is the alternative? If the Filipino is not to 
be & citizen, shall we make him a subject? 
A subject is possible only in a government 
resting upon force, he is unknown in a gov- 
ernment deriving its just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 7 

“The Republican tform says that ‘ the 
largest measure of sej/f-government consist- . 
ent with their welfare and our duties shall 
‘be secured to them (the Filipinos) by law.’ 
This is a strange doctrine for a government

BRYAN’S SPEECH OF ACCEPTANCE. 

Mr, Bryan yesterday accepted grateful- 
ly. the Democratic Presifential nomination 
and talked at some léngth about the para- 
mount isene of his campaign. He said 
in general terms what his Philippine policy 
would be, if elected, and gave the rea- 
sons which lead him to believe that is 
the only safe policy for the country. He 
condemned the course which the adminis- 
tration had pursued. He descanted on the 
visionary dangers of “imperialism” and 
“militarism,” which haunt him by day 
and by night, and he repeated with much 
unction the charge made by him in 1896 
that the Republican party is a plutocratic 
organization and ignores those human rights 


to which Democrats are so much att 


“While Mr. Bryan was largely responsi- 
ble for the ratification of the,treaty which 
gave the Philippine Islands to the United 
States, and which according to all the 
text books transferred the allegiance of 
their inhabitants to that power, he lets it 
be understood t be does not believe

It was expected of Mr. Bryan that he 
would say more than this, He does not 


the Philippines between the date of his 
inauguration, if elected, and the final ac- 
tion of Congress—one branch of which 
will be Republican—on his recommendation 
concerning the Philippines. He does not 
say whether if the Filipinos are pacific 
during that period he will withdraw any 
troops or whether if the Filipinos make 
war on the soldiers he will order the sol- 
diers to fight them. -He does not say 
what he will do if the Senate, which he 
has every reason to believe will be Re- 
publican, refuses to promise the Filipinos 
independence. He does not say whether 
be will then order the troops to evacuate 
islands where he believes they have no 
business to be or whether he will proceed 
to govern the Filipinos without their con- 
sent. He intimates that all Filipino re- 
sistance to American authority will cease 
if he is elected and that the Filipinos will 
gubmit cheerfully to American. authority 
until a stable government has been 
established for them by it. He does not 
(say how he is able to read the workings 
| Of the Malay mind and does not say what 
he will do if it turns out the Filipinos’ 
} insist on immediate independence and will 
not accept his program. 
Space which should have been devoted 
to this aspect of the question is surren- 
red to a labored: criticism of the rea- 
bons which Mr. Bryan alleges have been 
advanced “in support of an imperialistic 
policy.” He proves to his own satisfac- 
tion that it is not essential for the United 
States to hold the Philippines to become 
& world power, that neither its commercial 
Interests nor a desire for the spread of 
the Ohristian religion makes that reten- 
tion necessary, and that in spite of treaty 
and other obligations an honorable retreat 
from the position which the nation has 
‘taken is possible. His idea of honor is 
not that of the American people. | 
This part of his address is feeble. Equal- 
ly teéble is that part where be defends 
his course in securing the ratification of 
the treaty of Paris. He says with the 
‘treaty ratified a clean-cut issue is presented 
between a.govermment by consent and a 
government by force, and imperialists must 
bear the responsibility for all that happens 
until the question is settled.”

THE ENGLISH COAL PROBLEM. 
The value of goods of, native produce 
exported from the United Kingdom dur- 
ing the first six months of this year was 
$720,000,000. The United States did a 
little better than that. Its exports of 
domestic merchandise for the same period 
footed up $747,393,000. There was a gain 
in the volume of British exports as com- 
pared with the first half of 1899 of nearly 
$90,000,000, Leading English papers do 
not take so much pleasure in that growth 
in trade as they would if it were not due 
to higher prices rather than a bigger yol- 
ume of trade and if they were not dis- 
bed both by the advance in the price 
ot coal and the increasing exportation of 
that useful article. ries 
The price obtained for the coal sent 
abroad this year was 50 per cent higher 
than that obtained last year. This higher 
price and the exportation of a million 
more tons of coal than in 1899 account 
for more than a third of the total in- 
‘erease in value of exports. As dearer 
coal makes dearer iron, it follows that 
a large percentage of the increase in ex- 
port of metal goods is not due to a greater 
volume of exports, but to the higher price. 
It so much coal was pot shipped abroad 
the price might be lower at home and 
every English industry would be enabled 
to produce more cheaply. Furthermore, 
much of the coal which is exported “ as- 
éists the growth of rival continental navies, 
by providing them with their first require- 
ment.” The steady shipment of several 
thousand tons of steam coal a week to 
Calais, presumably for use in the French 
navy, has alarmed many Englishmen, who 
deem it doubtful policy to part so readily 
with. what is virtually a weapon of naval 


power. 


It has been seriously 
that a tax of $1.25 a ton be imposed on 
exported coal. It is argued that if ship- 
ments were not thereby there 
would be a gain in revenue of $50,000,000, 
which would go to reduce other taxation. 
The suggestion is. made also that a com- 
| mission be appointed to inquire into the 
quantity of coal available in Great Britain, 
and the measures ‘which might be taken 
to prevent its too rapid exhaustion and 
preserve it for the of British subjects. 
There is no, opposition in any quarter to 
the appointment of a commission, but the 
| taxing scheme is resisted on the ground 
chat it would be a blow at British commerce 
and would drive continental nations to 
| develop their own resources, especially in 
eastern Asia. Russia has rich deposits in 
eastern Siberia and France in Tonkin.

NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN CHINA, 
Most hopeful among the numerous de- 
velopments of the last twenty-four hours 
is the edict of the Chinese government allow- 
ing free communication in cipher between 
the Ministers at Pekin and their respective 
governments. Most 
contained in Minister Oonger’s dispatch 
that the imperial government is trying to 
force the foreigners to leave Pekin, which 
course he believes would be certain death.” 
There is also Li Hung Chang's unfriendly 
dispatch declaring that if the allies try to 
rescue the Ministers the Chinese must fight, 
over against which stands the fact that the 
advance on Pekin continues by river and by 
road. Perhaps most potent of all in giving 
direction to events is the dispatch from the 
State department at Washington to the 
Chinese government announcing the de- 
termined position of United States on 
the subject. | 
The position of Minister Conger and the 
| other foreigners in Pekin is undeniably dan- 
gerous in the extreme. The responsibility 
of the Chinese government is somewhat 
thodified by the two edicts received at Wash- 
ington allowing the Ministers free communi- 
cation and commanding General Jung Lu 
to select a competent escort to take the 
foreigners to Tien Tsin. The effect of the 
edict restoring Communication is evident in 
the receipt of dispatches from the Amer- 
ican, British, German, and Belgian repre- 
sentatives. But even if the edict for the 
escort of the foreigners out of Pekin is 
meant in good faith it is utterly unreliable. 
very one of the legation dispatches states 
that the beleaguered party continues to be 
fred upon with rifles by imperial troops. 
No reliance could be placed upon any escort 
the government might provide. 
Yet, as the allies draw closer to Pekin, 
the peril of massacre for the diplomatic 
party will be greatly increased. Wither 
horn of the dilemma a rs to be desperate, 
and the solution will Hase to depend largely 
upon the actual state of affairs at Pekin. 
If the Ohinese succ in cutting off pro- 
visions and starving the foreigners it may 
be necessary after all to accept the doubtful 
proffer of a Chinese escort. Henceforth a 
new element of uncertainty will be present 
in the shape of a doubt concerning the real 
whereabouts of the Ministers. If com- 
munication is again jnterrupted there will 
‘be no way of knowing whether they have 
been forced to leave Pekin or not.
